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CONCERNING OUR 

GROUPS 

R EADERS will remember that in the 
Annual Report for 1935, published 
in the March issue of this Journal, the 
Council expressed itself as follows :—“The 
Group system on its present basis has been 
the subject of discussion and criticism 
in various quarters for some time past, and 
it is possible that certain proposals for its 
modification may be put forward at a 
convenient opportunity." 

No consternation seems to have been 
caused among Groups by these remarks, 
and certainly none would be warranted, 
because the Council do not propose to 
discourage in any wav the formation and 
functioning of Groups ; on the contrary, 
as stated in the Report, they “hope that 
active Groups will continue to be formed." 
As regards what is meant by the system, 
however, this is a relic from the early days 
of the B.E.A., when the membership of the 
Groups bulked much larger than it now 
does. I find, for instance, that in the 
financial year 1906-1907 the B.E.A. had 
only about 550 corporate members and 
received only £105 from them in 
subscriptions, whereas the Group member¬ 
ship was as high as it is now, being over 
1,600. and some £43 was received in group 
“capitation fees" (under the arrangement 
then in force of 6d. per member). The 

B.E.A. has now over 2,000 members and the 

financial position will be seen on referring 
to the Report and Accounts for 1935. 

Again, in recent years our system of 
Affiliated Federations—which are intended 
to include and represent all the properly 
organised Groups in their areas—has greatly 
extended in scope and importance, and 
in the opinion of the Council it now offers 
a more equitable and logical basis for the 
recruiting of Delegate Councillors than the 
Groups themselves. Further, it is felt 
that our increased B.E.A. membership 
should have fuller direct representation 
on the Council. In pursuance of this 
policy, at the Annual General Meeting 
at Swanwick on June 7th, the Council 
will present a recommendation to the 
following effect :— 

(1) That as from January 1st, 1937, Group 
Affiliation be discontinued. (Delegate 
Councillors would then no longer be 
appointed by Groups, but only by 
Federations). 

(2) That each affiliated Federation appoint 
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three Delegate Councillors, instead of 
two as at present. 

(3) That six Ordinary Councillors be 
elected annually by the B.E.A. member¬ 
ship, instead of four, and to serve 
three years as at present. 

(4) That the B.E.A. set up a Register 
of Groups, in which any approved 
body of Esperantists in the Empire 
may be listed for an annual fee of 2/6. 

If these proposals are approved by the 
members present at the meeting, the 
necessary alterations in our Articles of 

J 

Association will be announced in due course 
in the Journal, for approval at a Special 
General Meeting in the Autumn. 

It was naturally considered right and 
proper to place this plan before the Groups 
concerned before coming to any decision 
on it in Council, and the proposals in 
substance were accordingly submitted to 
all Delegate Councillors of Groups, as 
part of the Agenda for the last Council 
meeting, but only one Group raised any 
objection to the suggestions.

Y a decision of the Geneva Courts, the 
Head Office of U.E.A., which is 
registered under Swiss law, must 
remain officially in Switzerland until the 
Statutes have been altered to permit of 
the transfer to England. 

A postal ballot of the Delegates is being 
taken to effect this change of Statutes, and 
all British Delegates are urged to record 
their votes in support of the Committee’s 
decision, as it it possible that Delegates 
in at least one country will vote solidly 
against the proposal, and we should like 
to ensure a 90 per cent, vote of confidence 
in the London Headquarters. 

Until early in July, the Director, Mr. 
Goldsmith, will be obliged to spend most 
of his time in Geneva, and those wishing 
to communicate with him personally should 
write to him at Centra Oficejo do U.E.A., 
1 Tour de Vile, Geneva. The London Office 
will continue to function at High Holborn 
in the meanwhile.

NOT IN TOWN TO-NIGHT 


Most of our readers will be familiar with the interesting series of interviews broadcast by the 
B.B.C. every Saturday evening in the feature : “In Town To-nightOn Mr. Goldsmith’s 
appointment as Director of U.E.A. it was suggested to the B.B.C. that he might be brought 
to the microphone for an interview, and the following script was submitted by Mr. H. W. Holmes. 
The suggestion met with the courteous refusal which we are accustomed to receive from our 
broadcasting authorities in this country. We think, however, that our readers will be interested 
to read what might have been heard one Saturday evening in the National Programme. 


Announcer : Radio and air transport 
have made the world a much smaller 
place but there are still not many jobs 
which call for contacts throughout the 
whole world. Mr. C. C. Goldsmith, the 
newly-appointed Director of the Universal 
Esperanto Association, has managed to 
find one. 

Interviewer : Your job is to keep in 
touch with people everywhere who speak 
Esperanto ? 

C.C.G. : Yes. My office is a stamp collector's 
paradise. I get letters from all over the 
civilised world and from some places 
that are not too civilised. 

I nt. : Do you meet many of these people ? 

C.C.G. : A Universal Congress is held in a 
different country each year : 1935 Rome, 
1936 Vienna, 1937 Warsaw. Some 2,000 
Esperantists from 30 countries take part 
in the meetings, at which I act as 
secretary. 

Int. : You are the first Englishman to hold 
the post, aren't you ? 

C.C.G. : Yes, and for the first time the 
Central Office is in London. 

Int. : But surely to bring a universal 
language here is “coals to Newcastle.” 

C.C.G. : We should want much more than 
three minutes to discuss that, but you 
can take it that Great Britain has always 
done its share in furthering Esperanto. 

Int. : I suppose you keep a list of those 
who know the language ? 

C.C.G. : That would be an impossible 
task. Wherever there are Esperantists 
they elect one to act as a sort of Esperanto 
consul for their town. We publish a 
list of these Delegates and any member 
of the Association may write to them for 
information. 

Int. : How many are there ? 

C.C.G. : About 2,000 in 60 countries. 

Int. : Mostly in Europe, I suppose. 

C.C.G. : No. There are representatives 
throughout the British Empire, United 


States, Japan, China, South America— 
in fact there is hardly a country where 
we have no representative. 

Int. : Are they paid for their work ? 

C.C.G. : No. People from all classes of 
society give their time and often their 
money, too. They reply to correspondence 
both private and commercial, help 
travellers and maintain local enthusiasm 
for Esperanto. I doubt if there is a more 
widely-spread voluntary organisation. 

Int. : I should imagine that these are 
troublous times for an international 
organisation. 

C.C.G. : The Association is neutral on 
questions of politics and religion. During 
the Great War it worked very successfully 
in tracing prisoners of war, forwarding 
parcels, etc. The members use the 
language for any purpose they desire 
but they may only use the delegate 
service for neutral affairs. 

Int. : Yours is a job for a big man. 

C.C.G. : My predecessor was internationally 
famous for his size. He needed two 
chairs to sit down comfortably. I am 
known as “Tiny,” but I hope that I 
make up in optimism and enthusiasm 
what I lack in bulk. 

Int. : Won’t you say a few words in 
Esperanto. 

C.D.G. : En la nomo de Universala 
Esperanto-A socio mi salutas la tut an 
mondon.

IN THE CAR 

March Report, continued 


Saturday and Sunday (Mar. 21-22) were 


passed at Polam Hall, Darlington, where on 
both days a talk -was given to the whole 
school. It was encouraging to find how 
well a previous visit w r as remembered by 
the older scholars. Mar. 23 : The Grammar 
School, Wakefield. Here the Head gave us 
an audience of 280 boys for 1| hours. 
In the evening a voluntary audience of 60 
boys and girls at the Modern School in 
Halifax ; the Head invited us to come 
again and address the whole school. The 
next morning to 200 boys at the Municipal 
Technical College, Halifax, and afterwards 
to a smaller audience of young ladies in the 
Senior Department. These last two schools 
were arranged by the courtesy of the local 
Education Office, which afterwards recorded 
warm appreciation of the talks given. In 
the afternoon two schools near Pontefract 
gave us audiences of over 200 in each school. 
At one of these a class was once started, 
but was disallowed by the local authority. 
We hope that the future holds better things 
in store. Mar. 25 : 250 junior children at 
Withemsea were a delightful audience ; 
though they sat on the floor for nearly 1J 
hours, they showed not the slightest sign of 
restlessness, and many boys and girls met 
on the street later in the day stopped the 
speaker to say “Won’t you come again 
soon ?” Afterwards 150 children at the 
fine Central School adjoining. Here also the 
Head asked for a return visit. In the 
afternoon to Keyingham Council School, a 
few miles away. Mar. 26 : Haworth Council 


School (with Mr. F. C. Rhodes) to 100 

children, who wanted more ! Here one of 

the teachers is a member of the local group. 

In the afternoon to the Girls’ Grammar 

School, Keighley ; a return visit. The 

school now meets in a fine new building, 

of which all concerned may be proud. 

Here we had 250 girls. The way in which 

they got hold of the language was simply 

amazing ; it was difficult to realize that they 

were speaking Esperanto for the first time. 

In the evening a visit to the local group. 

On the 27th we travelled nearly 300 miles 

home, calling on the way to speak at 

Thetford Grammar School for. Girls, to a 

very appreciative audience of 130. 

* * * 

Altogether, in the 24 days, we covered 
2,500 miles and addressed 43 meetings. 
Of these, 33 were to audiences of school 
children (over 5,000 in all, in addition to 
130 teachers). Some 2,000 copies of 
Esperanto for Beginners were sold. 

Sincere thanks are hereby given to the 
many friends, named or unnamed, who, by 
donations to the Car Fund, or by hospitality, 
or in other ways, made these visits possible. 
We urge members who are teachers, or who 
have friends in the educational world, to con¬ 
sider the possibility of similar demonstration 
lessons in their own district or school. The 
Education Secretary of the B.E.A. (Address: 
36 Penrhyn Road, Kingston-on-Thames) 
will gladly co-operate in any possible way, 
and will supply documents with which 
authorities may be suitably approached. 


N.U.T. CONFERENCE, SOUTHPORT, April 6-19. 

Thanks to Miss Massey, who was a 
member of the local Committee, the B.E.A. 
was allowed a stall here from April 13-15. 
There was an attractive display of Esperanto 
literature, though it was little visited, 
being placed in a room right away from the 
centre of things. Nevertheless several 
friends were met from various parts of the 
country, and some useful contacts made. 
In spite of many counter-attractions, an 
Esperanto concert on the Wednesday night 
was attended by about 50. The programme, 
arranged by Miss Iddon, and given by 
members of her class, included songs and 
quartets, and a violin solo. An admirable 
playlet. La Perfekta Servistino, was well 
performed, and there was a short talk by 
Mr. W. H. Hirst (Huddersfield). Mr. S. 
Parrington (Batley) gave an account of 
Esperanto at his school. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN’S CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Education Committee of the B.E.A. is 
preparing a report on the value of Esperanto in 
correspondence among school children of different 
countries. 

In order to complete this, evidence is needed 
from a few more groups of school children who arc 
using Esperanto. 

it appears from Mr. Butler’s visits to schools 
and from other sources of information that several 
teachers are taking small groups, out of school hours 
or as part of the school work, from whom I have so 
far not had what might be most useful particulars. 

I should like to ask such teachers if they would 
be good enough to let me know if they have among 
their pupils any who have established corres¬ 
pondence with children in other countries. I will 
then give them particulars as to the way in which 
they can assist us in work which you will agree 
is of fundamental importance in showing the value 
of Esperanto as a school subject.

TEN MEALS A DAY ! 


AN ESPERANTIST AMONG THE DANES. 


Some 60 delegates drawn from five counties 
met together in Nottingham on Saturday on the 
occasion of the 30th conference and tenth annual 
meeting of the East Midland Esperantist Federation 
held at the Mikado Cafe. 

The members were fortunate in having with 
them two distinguished visitors—Fraulein M. Saxl 
(Germany), a professional teacher of Esperanto by 
the world-renowned Cseh method, and a wmrld-wide 
traveller, and Mr. C. C. Goldsmith (London), who 
has recently been appointed organising secretary 
of the Universal Esperanto Association, which now 
has its headquarters in London instead of Geneva 
as previously. 

Perfect Diction. 

After tea Fraulein Saxl lectured on her experiences 
as an Esperantist traveller and held her audience 
spell-bound by the fluency and perfection of her 
Esperanto speech. She has taught Esperanto in 
most of the countries of Western Europe, in some 
cases with as many as 300 students in the course. 

Referring to her experiences in Denmark, 
Fraulein Saxl commented on the enormous amount 
of food consumed by the Danes, in some cases ten 
meals per day being considered necessary. 

She also made special reference to the progress 
of Esperanto in Holland where there are Esperantists 
on duty in most of the post offices throughout the 
country. 

An Accepted Language. 

Most of the tramwaymen in The Hague, and a 
considerable proportion of the railway officials 
know and use Esperanto and the notices in the 
telephone kiosks in The Hague are also printed 
in Esperanto. 

Mr. Goldsmith also addressed the audience and 
stated that the most remarkable progress made in 
England during the last year or two has been in 
educational circles. Lectures and demonstration 
lessons have been given in more than 200 schools 
to more than 10,000 pupils and 500 teachers, and as 
a result Esperanto is now on the curriculum of an 
increasing number of schools.

April 18th, 1936. Present. —R. Robertson (in the

—The Secretary stated the present 
position and the Executive Committee was 
instructed to prepare a report for the Annual 
General Meeting. 

Government of the Association. —The Council 
considered a scheme drawn up by the Executive 
Committee. It was decided to recommend to the 
Annual General Meeting the acceptance of the 
plan in the form outlined by the Hon. Secretary 
on page 314 of this issue of the Journal. 

B.E.A. Secretary. —The Executive Committee 

reported that, following Mr. Goldsmith's appoint¬ 
ment as Director of U.E.A., they had released him 
from the Secretaryship as from 1st May, 1936, 
and had appointed Mr. R. B. Wilkinson on certain 
terms as from this date. The action of the Committee 
in these matters was confirmed. The Council 
placed on record their high appreciation of the 
invaluable services rendered by Mr. Goldsmith 
during the past ten years, and the Hon. Secretary 
was asked to convey this to him in suitable terms. 

Editorship of the Journal. —The Hon. Secretary 
reported on the valuable propaganda carried on 
by Mr. Butler in the schools, which made increasing 
demands upon him. The Council decided to appoint 
Mr. Wadham Editor of The British Esperantist, so 
as to relieve Mr. Butler for further school propa¬ 
ganda. They expressed their gratitude to Mr. Butler 
for his past editorial work, and learnt with 
satisfaction that he would still be associated with 
the Journal as Literary Editor. 

The Council. —Mr. Goldsmith was co-opted on 
the Council in place of Mr. Wadham, whose 
Councillorship lapsed on appointment as Editor 
of The British Esperantist. Mr. Goldsmith was also 
appointed a member of the Executive Committee.
